P. Haswell, Jr., of Louis- 
ville, but whose interests have never 
entirely been severed from his native 
county, sends The Breckenridge 
News a letter from Mr. Eugene 
j Stuart, Secretary of the Louisville

This 
means that the Federal Govern- 
ment and the State Government 
will pay three-fourths of the cost 
of this road provided that the 
counties of Meade, Breckinridge 
and Hancock will pay one-fourth 
of the cost of building the road 
through the respective counties 
But before the road can be legally 
authorised by th«
